Claims 1, 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Clendening(5,71 7,796). 

With regards to claims 1,11, Clendening teaches a method for 
establishing communications the method comprising: 

Automatically provisioning a primary circuit for communications 
between a first node and a second node in a communications network, and 
automatically provisioning a protection circuit for communications between 
the first node and the second node. (working and protection paths are 
automatically provided for communications between site A and B)
